Its neceffary, for illuftrating fome paffages of the 
King’s Letter, to repeat part of the Car inals; which 
was tranflated and printed in theNews-papers laft Month.

BY. the Copy of the Letter which I have receiv'd 

from Monfieur de Torei, your Majefty will un- 
derftand the Sentiments of the French Court on the 
Affair of the Marquefs du Heron. I am follicited, by 
Deputations and Letters from feveral Palatinates, to 
prevent any new misfortune the Republick may be 
threatned with by that incident. And « I cannot 
avoid to return an Anfwer to the Letter aforefaid,I am 
forry to find my felf oblig’d to feparate the Body of the, 
Republick from her Head,by difowning fo precipitate an 
Attion, in which fhe was not concern'd, I cannot carry 
my complaifance fo far, as to difguife, much lef approve, 
4 fo generally Muft the 
Theatre of Quarrels, and muft fle do Penance for Faults 
in which fhe had no fhare ? Experience ought to con- 
vince your Majefty of the Ignorance of thofe wicked 
Guides, who inftead of leading you tothe Temple of 
Glory, have carried you quite out of the way to it.

. 1 Receiv’d your Letter of the 5th of January, 
‘“ with that of Monfieur de Torci enclos’d, both 
‘which are worth our taking notice of. Had not 
‘the latter come from fo good a Hand as yours, I 
* fhould doubt whether a Letter that fhews the wri- 
‘ter to be fo flightly inform’d of the State of our 
‘ Kingdom, could come from a Minifter of France, 
‘where of a long time, they have apply’d them- 
‘ felves with peculiar Induftry, to procure exact Ac- 
“counts of the State and Government of Forreign 
; Countrys, particularly ofjPoland, of whofe Condi- 
_ uonthatCourt has had but too many occafionsto be 
‘ better inform’d, than it appears to be by that Let- 
_ tet 5 in which Monfieur de Torci places you at the 
_ Head of the Republick, contrary to the tenour of 
our Laws, wherein you are not fo little read as to 
' take upon you that rank ; not being Ignorant that 
\ thofe Laws allow of no diftinét Authority in the 
Perfon of the Archbifhop Primate, except during 
an Interregnum ; but that ceafing, you know the 
Primate ceafes to have any Authority ; Nay, doubt- 
3 es you would be cautious of affuming any to 
, Your felf, leaft you fhould excite the Eftates of the 
_ Xealm againft you, who are too fond of equality, 
to be pailive under a New Authority contrary to 
the direct Letter of the Lawsof rhe Land. 


As for your Letter, Iam more and more con- 
firm’d, by the Counfels you give me in it, of the 


“ Uprightnefs of your Intentions,and the Sincerity of 


the Zeal you fhew for our Country. If hitherto 1 
“ have given any occafion to have it thought that I 
* made lefs account of your Advice than it deferv'd, 
* I will attend to it more circumfpectly for the fu- 
“ture; and, by the Effects, you your felf fhall be 
* made fenfible of a Change no lefs Profitable rhan 
‘ Expedient for us and our Kingdom. Your Zeal 
* to promote our Service, is feen in its tranfporting 
* you beyond the Limits of the Senatorian Autho- 
“rity given you by the Republick ; and the warm 
* Expreffions you make ufe of in your Letter, to re- 
* prehend what you think prejudicial to our Wel- 
* fare, are a plain Indication of your good Intentions, 
* I perceive likewife, That this Excefs of Zeal has 
* caft fuch a Mift before your Eyes, that you fancy 
* you fee great Precipitation in the Treatment 
‘ which Monfieur du Heron drew upon himéfelf, 


_‘ much againft my Will, All that know me will do 


‘ me the Juftice to acknowledge, that I am nor 
* wrought yo too lightly to ufe Violence ; on the 
* contrary, fome impute it to me as a Fault, that I 
* rather hefitate too long in Occafions that require 
* vigorous Refolutions. And I perfwade my (elf, 
* Coufin, that when the Heat, which the Excefs of 
‘ your good Intentions has kindled in you, is 
* allay’d, it will be eafie for you to fend back the 
* Deputies, who, you fay, come to you daily from 
‘ the Palatinates, with gentle Anfwers that may 
* fatisfie them in Particular, and the whole King- 
‘ dom inGeneral. To me it appears, that the Evils 
‘ which may hereafter happen are too much appre- 
« hended, and thofe that are prefent not enough re- 
« garded, which yet it would better become a Peo- 
« ple to feek to Remedy, than to amufe themfelves 
¢ with criticizing on a Proceeding fo juftifiable as that 
‘ againft Monfieur du Heron, and which has been 
‘ practis’d time out of mind by Kings and other Po- 
« tentates for the Security of their Perfons andGovern- 
« ments.No Law obliges me to give anAccount of my 
« Actions to any other Power than the Republick af- 
‘ fembled ina Diet, in which I fingly make the firft 
‘ Eftate ; while the reft Compofe theirs in a Body 
¢ with me; but the Diet ended, the Authority of 
« the Republick refts folely in my Perfon. Befides, 
«I might alledge Divers Examples of the Proceed- 
‘ings of the Court of France, in relation to the 
* Pope’s Nuncio and the Minifters of Spain ; and of 
‘ other Sovereigns in relation to the Minifters of 
‘ France ; fufficient to juftify the ufage of Monfieur 
* de Bonnac, who fuffer’d thro’ his own fault, for 
‘not providing himfelf with neeeflary Pafsports 
‘and of Monfieur du Heron, for his extravagant 
‘ behaviour, of which I have given fuch an Account 
‘to his moft Chriftian Majefty, that he can never 
‘ approve the Conduct and Actions of his Minifter. 
‘ Of this I thought fic you fhould be inform’d, that 
‘ you may be no longer in Pain, about the juftifiable- 
nefs of chisJranfaction, and I hope you will refleé 
‘with your felf, in what a wretched condition 
‘ Princes would be, were they oblig’d to fuffer the 
* Infolencies and Outrages which Forreign Minifters. 
might 
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‘ might offer both to their Perfons and Govern- 
‘ ments.” The Rights of Nations fhould be recipro- 
‘cal, and the Immunities due to the Caracter of a 
* Publick Minifter, require of himto keep within 
‘the Verge of his Caratter ; if therefore he Act 
‘ otherwife, he forfeits the Refpect due to a Publick 
‘ Minifter. To conclude, let me defire you, Coufin, 
“to be neither too eafy and complaifant, nor too 
* clofe and fubtle ; thofe are Qualinies I do not like ; 
“let us both Act according to the facred Laws of 
‘ our Country, which do not countenance the fepa- 
‘ rating of the Head from the Body of the Repub- 
‘ lick. All Divifions are ever Dangerous, and gene- 
‘ rally fatal to the Authors of them : Rather let us 
‘ join to redrefs the Ills, which difcord has brought 
‘upon our dear Country, and which can only be 
‘heal’d by Unity. Had Unity prevail’d, Poland 
© had not been, nor would be now, the Theatre of 
* Quarrels ; the would not have been brought to 
* expiate Crimes in which fhe had no. Part. The 
* fad Experience of what is paft,will thew you,Cou- 
‘ fin, the Ignorance and Villany of thofe wicked 
‘ Guides, who under falfe pretences, inftead of 
* Jeading our dear Country to the Temple of Con- 
‘ cord and Peace,involve her in deplorable Troubles, 
* and drag her to Ruine.
